to first be taken away from 
those children in the form of 
taxes. It is just beginning to per¬ 
colate into the people’s minds 
that the $3,300,000,000 public 
works program is going to have 
to be taken from them, the tax¬ 
payers. 

Every community is clamoring 
for a share of this fund and 
although the government gives 
30 per cent outright of sums al- 
loted to projects which it ap¬ 
proves, the remaining 70 per cent 
must be returned by additional 
tax levies in every political sub¬ 
division obtaining a loan. The 30 
per cent that is given outright 
must be dug up by all the peo¬ 
ple for the favored section to 
which it is given. The public 
works program, which has been 
passed as an emergency measure 
in time of stress, must of neces¬ 
sity increase the burden of the 
taxpayers, unless ways and means 
are found to cut government 
costs in some manner, sufficient¬ 
ly to off-set this new expense. 

It is well for the people to 
begin to understand that each 
citizen is a separate Santa Claus, 
who pays for every "gift" pre¬ 
sented to him by his government. 


SHORTER HOURS AND 

INCREASED WAGES 


Washington authorities are 
shouting for shorter hours and 
higher wages to bring back pros¬ 
perity. Weil, there is no disputing 
the part relating to shorter hours. 
In the Courier office, during the 
summer months, the problem is 
to get enough work to keep em¬ 
ployes at work half of the time. 
And if the books are not to go 
into the red those three months, 
raising wages hardly solves the 
problem. 

Theoretically higher wages and 
shorter hours sound well, but 
mere sound does not create the 
business necessary to put this 
theory into practice. 

However, the printing industry 
is a fairly high-paid industry and 
wages in that trade have not 
been lowered very materially. 
Employers have taken most of 
the loss, up to 50 per cent and 
more ; employes rarely more than 
20 per cent in wages but with 
less hours as well. 

The trouble with the printing 
industry in Claremont is the 
amount that goes out of town. 
The fact of the Courier being a 
home institution, paying taxes in 
Claremont, supporting five to six 
families here, seems not to be 
much of a factor with many. We 
do not fancy the idea of con¬ 
stantly begging for business as 
does an out-of-town cdtnpetitor 
who keeps a representative in al¬ 
most daily contact with offices 
having printing, hanging around 
like a vulture seeking its prey. 
—Claremont Courier.

Operation Of Federal Home Loan 
Act Will Disappoint Many Who Have 
Alt Savings Tied Up In Dwellings

ROM inquiries received by 
The News it is apparent 
that many home owners will be 
disappointed when the Southern 
California office of the $2,000,- 
060,000 Home Owners Loan Cor¬ 
poration is opened in Los Angeles 
on August 5. Monroe Butler has 
been sworn in as California man¬ 
ager of the corporation and is 
prepared to open offices in 
Fresno, San Diego and San Fran¬ 
cisco as well as Los Angeles. 
Later branch offices may be 
opened in the smaller cities. For 
the present all applications for 
loans in this area must be made 
through the Los Angeles office. 
Several thousand applications 
have already accumulated. 

Requests for information have 
been received from persons who 
have from $5,000 to $15,000 in¬ 
vested in homes, but who are 
without funds for living ex¬ 
penses, the payment of taxes and 
insurance premiums. 

Many families put their last 
dollar into their homes just be¬ 
fore the depression, got clear 
titles to them, and now have no 
savings on which to live. 

The Howe Owners’ Loan Cor¬ 
poration can do nothing about 
these families. Created for the 
purpose of saving homes, it can 
advance money for paying back 
taxes or making necessary re¬ 
pairs, but not for living expenses 


of the occupants. 

Also, it can offer no help to 
those who have put their all in 
one or two houses for investment 
purposes. Some of these persons 
are living in cramped quarters 
themselves as the income from 
their homes is all they have. 

They cannot save these prop¬ 
erties by government refinancing, 
however .The house to be re¬ 
financed must be the owner’s 
home. 

Those who want to build or 
buy, likewise, are barred from 
Home Owners’ Loan aid. New 
mortgages cannot be incured. 
Mortgages taken over must have 
been made before June 13. 1933. 

Others will be barred by the 80 
per cent clause and the fact that 
values have slumped since they 
purchased their properties. Many 
mortgages now call for greater 
amount than the properties are 
worth. 

Depression values will be used 
in the appraisals of property 
made by the corporation, but it 
should be explained that this 
phrase does not mean that the 
distress price under which many 
properties have been sold recent¬ 
ly will be used in appraising 
homes for government loans. But 
the government has no other 
course except to use the present 
price level .There is no way to 
determine a “normal" price.

Regardless of the fate of the 
bill now before the State Senate 
increasing the kindergarten age 
from 4 1 - to 5 years, Sierra 
Madre’s kindergarten will continue 
for at least another year. School 
authorities have ruled that under 
tile new legislation requiring at¬ 
tendance of 25 pupils and abolish¬ 
ing the classes where this ave¬ 
rage is not reached, the attend¬ 
ance of last year shall be taken 
as the basis for determining the 
necessity for a kindergarten. 

The average attendance during 
the last school term with the age 
limit fixed at 4 L. years was bet¬ 
ter than ,'10, with the probability 
that this figure will be main¬ 
tained during the next term even 
though tiie age limit should be 
increased. 

Governor Rolph vetoed a bill 
passed early in the first session 
of the legislature increasing the 
age of kindergarteners to five 
years. When the legislators went 
back to Sacramento last week the 
Assembly overrode the veto by a 
scant two-thirds majority and the 
veto is now before the Senate.

"The above figures show that 

while the population of Sierra 
Madre, between census figures of 
1920 and 1930, increased 75 per 
cent, the Library circulation in¬ 
creased 87 * 2 percent during prac¬ 
tically tiie same years. 

"The Board of Library Trus¬ 
tees wish tiie patrons of the 
Public Library to know that in 
spite of all tiie economies which 
we have planned for this next 
year, the service rendered will 
not be seriously curtailed. The 
loyal and self-sacrificing mem¬ 
bers of our staff have accepted 
a reduction in their salaries of 
10 per cent. They will work 
harder and actually give us more 
this next year than in the 12 
months just passed. If then, tiie 
City Trustees allot to the Public 
Library the amount we have re¬ 
quested, $3,860.00, which com¬ 
pares with $4,830.00 the amount 
which they allotted to the Li¬ 
brary this past year, we will be 
in a position to render the ser¬ 
vice to our patrons which they 
have received in the past. 

"The Library Trustees urge 
that all keep in mind that an in¬ 
creasing amount of service can 
not be indefinitely maintained on 
a decreasing budget. The ac¬ 
complishments of the coming year 
are truly the results of the un¬ 
selfish loyalty of the Public Li¬ 
brary staff.

GARDEN NOTES 
By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

E VERYONE is having trouble 
with their Gladioli this year. 
Thrips are infesting them so 

badly it is almost imposible to 
secure perfect blooms. Many of 

the commercial growers have be¬ 

come so discouraged on account 
of the thrips they feel like giv¬ 
ing up growing "Glads." The 
Gladioli that bloomed early in the 
season were not infested so badly 
but those that are just coming 
into bloom now are very bad. An 
article in the Sunday Times by 

Alice Koons states that the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture suggests 
spraying the Gladioli with a so¬ 
lution consisting of one rounded 
iablespoon of paris green and 
two pounds of brown sugar dis- 
olved in three gallons of water. 
Repeat this spraying once a week. 
If the flower buds have already 
appeared, it is too late to begin 
treatment as the thrips are be¬ 
yond control when the plants get 
that far along. 

Hot days like we are having 
right now makes us feel as if 
we should have more palms and 
ornamental shade trees in our 
yards. Yesterday I was on a 
picnic at Echo Park in Los An-j 
geles. The trees, palms and lawns 


were magnificent and so cool. I 
wondered then why we did not 
all have more shady spots in our 
own back yards where we could 
picnic and lie around without 
having to go miles away to relax 
in the shade. 

A small lily pool in the garden 
will help too, to make it seem 
cooler on a hot day. Have the 
pool made deep enough so that 
soil for the lillies can be put 
right in the bottom of the pool 
instead of in boxes, for then the 
lillies will get plenty of rootum 
and nourishment in which to 
grow. There is very little care 
to a pool like this and lots of 
pleasure in having it in the gar¬ 
den. 


A MESSAGE FROM THE

Amateur Artists 
Get Crack At Fair 
Prizes This Year 


Amateur artists and sculptors 
are going to have their inning for 
the first time this fall at the 
combined Los Angeles, Riverside 
and Orange county fairs in Po¬ 
mona September 15 to 2i, for the 
fair is scheduled to hold its first 
amateur art exhibition. 

The exhibition will be under 
the direction of Millard Sheets, 
prominent southland artist, who 
is in charge of the fine arts de¬ 
partment of the fair. Competition 
will be open to the entire United 
States and it is expected that a 
wealth of material will be un¬ 
covered as a result of the show. 
Entries must be original works in 
either oil, water color, pastel or 
drawing and sculptoring. Each 
exhibitor will be allowed to enter 
one each of the above except in 
the sculpture where two entries 
will be allowed if a person de¬ 
sires. Particular stress is laid 
upon the fact that the works 
must not be copies. In the sculp¬ 
toring any medium including 
soap may be used. The first prize 
will consist of $ 2 , the second of 
$10 and the third, $5. Applica¬ 
tions for entries must be made 
on blanks secured from the fair 


(7 up. involving the most revo¬ 
lutionary change in the State's 
taxation system in many years, 
will not be made a political foot¬ 
ball or a catch-all for political 
job hunters !

Riley and Stewart, in outlining 
their plans for collecting the tax, 
reveal that they are fully aware 
of the great responsibility which 
rests upon them in administer¬ 
ing the system. 

Controller Riley, who is also 
an ex-officio member of the 
Board of Equalization, bluntly 
declared that "the collection of 
millions of dolalrs in taxes is

REAL GOOD NEWS FOR 
AVOCADO GROWERS 


Pointing to the increasing bene¬ 
fits and security of avocado 
grower cooperation in marketing, 
the Calavo Growers’ Exchange to¬ 
day announces that its grower- 
participants will receive for fruit 
in the last May pool a final total 
of from over 12 cents per pound, 
to a minimum of not less than 
approximately 3.5 cents per 
pound for the poorest fruit 
handled. The returns here include 
total estimated refunds and 
credits. Even these minimum re¬ 
turns as announced will at least 
equal total returns of many non- 
cooperative growers for their 
best fruit sold in May, it is 
stated. 

During May, the month of the 
lowest avocado prices in history, 
the independent or uncontrolled 
fruit amounted to approximately 
two-thirds of the entire market 
offerings, literally flooding all 
outlets. Since June, the exchange 
has regained its over two-third 
market tonnage control, result¬ 
ing In prices now rising, market 
reports reveal.
